has had to be employed and worked over- 
time. Since November 24 last, the day on 
which the new bonds were issued, the 
treasury has tost $25,n<to,000 in gokl by 
withdrawals, two-tWrds of which hav-' 
probably been exported. \Vithln that time 
perhaps ?3,000,000 in soi\ have been r,-- 
ceived .by mintage, but losses which al- 
most counterbalance this accretion hsvf 
been sustained by reason of gold bars be- 
ins' withdrawn for nsr in the arts.
